His Railroads Are Back In 


Taxes—Governor's

Medina. O., Sept. 29.—Governor An- 


drew L. Karris this afternoon took up 
the speeches of the Democratic candi- 
dates at the opening in Mansfield last 
Saturday and answered them 
full\ 


and frankly. He devoted considerable 
time to Judge Harmor- and to the tem- 
perance isrue. Calling attention to 
the efforts of the Democratic cam- 
paign managers to find "something 
wrong" in the statehouse. he said:

"Judge Harmon has stated on sev- 


eral occasions, without any shadow of 
reason or proof, that the governor 
and the attorney general have been 
negligent in enforcing the laws of the 
state. He has been wanting the gov- 
ernor to 'wake up' the attorney gen 
eral. 
The trouble of the matter is 


that the attorney general is entirely 
too wide awake for Judge Harmon. 
He is prosecuting today claims on be 
half of the state against various cor- 
porations which have not paid their 
taxes under the so-called Willis lav. 
These claims amount to several mil- 
lion dollars. 
Suits are now pending 


for the collection of these back taxes. 


"Among the companies that owe the 


state of Ohio is the Cincinnati. In- 
dianapolis & Western Railway com- 
pany, a corporation having a paid-up 
capital of $7.124.000. 
This company 


has never paid a dollar of franchise 
or excise taxes under the corporation 
laws of the state. The president of 
the company, as appears 
from the 


railroad commisison's report, is Jud- 
Kon Harmon. Another companyagainst 
whom the state has a large claim is 
the Cincinnati, Findlay &. Fort Wayne 
Railway company, with a paid-up cap- 
ital of $1,250,000. This company has 
never paid a dollar of excise or fran- 
chise taxes under the corporation 
law* of Ohio. According to the rail- 
road commission's 
report the presi- 


dent of this company is Judson Har- 
mon. Demands have been made upon 
both 
of these companies for back 


taxes and they have been ignored. 
Against the two companies claims 
now exist on behalf of the state for 
$58,618 for back taxes, and a penalty 
In addition of more than $120.000. 


"There is a state board consisting 


of the governor, secretary of state 
and the attorney general, which has 
power to pass upon and remit any or 
all of these penalties. 
One of the 


first acts that Judge Harmon would 
have to perform, if he is elected gov- 
ernor, woulri be to find whether or not 
the railroads of which he is president 
should or nhould not pay this $120,000 
to the state of Ohio. 


"He makes a great ado over the 


fact that the Republican candidates 
for auditor, treasurer and attorney 
general will constitute, if elected, a 
taxing board for certain purposes, but 
he does not charge that either of 
those gentlemen has any personal In- 
terest whatever In the collection of

Two well-known aeronauts. Captain 
Von Oberoron and Lieutenant Von 
Goltzheim, had a miraculous escape 


j from deal a during me couise oi a bal- 


loon ascension. 


The thousands of spectators who 


gathered to witness the ascent were 
horror-stricken at the accident, which 
occurred hfga in the air. 
On being 


released from its fastenings the bal- 
loon soared almost directly upwards 
to an altitude of C.OOO leet. when the 
envelope suddenly ripped open. The 
gas escaped in a stream and the bal- 
loon shot downward. 
The aeronauts 


swiftly clambered into the network in 
the desperate hope of avoiding the 
shock of contact with the ground. 
After a fall of 2.000 feet, however, the 
envelope spread out. seemingly in a 
purely accidental manner, forming a 
sort of parachute, which checked the 
descent. The balloon then gradually 
came down, taking an hour and a half 
to reach the earth, the two men cling- 
ing to the ropes and the basket. They

[a 'the beginning 1 must remark that 't is regrettable that in 


a community \\luie wo have lived and »aloied tor many years, the 
rtianuSacturers Asocial ion mus.t reati in the public jrints tiiese in- 
siiflieiontly sijaie 1 communications tolling how to run their business, 
what is gcod for their business and what 's not. 
it is a little -sur- 


prising that the members of th-it commit toe who. with but one ex- 
cept'on. never had a day's experience in the manufacturing business 
should (.011:0 out in print gi\ ng so much impytatu intormatiun to 
tne raamit'actureis on how to succeed. 


I would not undertake to advice a piano manufacturer how to run 


a piano factory, nor to tell a minister how to wiite sermons and how 
bost to o-ganix.e church congregations. 
Much less woald I break into 


print or stand up in public meetings and make such a d's^ussion of 
other people's private business. 
It 1 were to do such things I would 


consider it -.1:1 extreme breach of ethics and the most ordinary rules of 
uusincss etiquette 
The challenge to the Coshocton manufacturers to 


go into the public prints and upon the public platform to debate their 
\i ivaie bus :ioss affairs is about the first act of the local option pro- 
moters. 
The impoliteness and impropriety of such a. challenge ought 


to be sell-evident. 
But lost sonic people might ir.it see how or why 


I'll give one example: There are certain statements in tho communi- 
cation published Saturday touching upon the bus'ness of a particular 
salesman in the employ of one of the advertising companies, which 
statements could be torn to shreds and shown to prove the opposite 
if the employing company \veie willing to make public its private 
business affairs. 
But the rules of business prudence forbid this, 


which leaves ilv outside gentlemen who take the liberty to discuss 
our bus'mss afiairs tree to go on making their reckkiy" statements. 
In the. r cpinkn innr.vr.c from ccTcctiun because they knov.-, t-r ought 
to know, that business men regard it unwise btis'ness pol!c> to 
t'-ll 


everything about their business 10 the general public. 


It \vou!d apper.r from th's communication that their years of ac- 


•tt»al e.\pe;icnco ;'re les-^ valuable than a ni'Miioiandum Look full of sta- 
tistics v.'ith ready-made prescriptions on "business opportunities." 


The communication tells us that the large volume of business we 


now derive from the brev.-crs and distillers when lost -or reduced in 
amount c-n easily be made no from other Hues of trade w.th equal 
piofit. 
We thank the committee for their "information" an.l s-.iggcs- 


Iticms. but we th'nk we know better and beg the privilege of following 
our own opinions, so long as we have our money invested in Ihe. busi- 
ness and ave responsible tor the investments of stockholders. 
Tho 


committee iosos sight of the fact that 
when 
-in 
nstitut'on 
has 


thousands upon thousands of dollars invested in machinery and other 
factory equipment for making a Kne of goods especially adapted to the 
uses of brewers and distillers it is no inexpensive matte:- to discard 
that machinery, etc.. and replace it with equipment for making goods 
suitable to other l:nes of trade. 
The committee not knowing these 


things, I maintain they should not. presume to tell us and to go into 
piint to tell the public how v,-e should run our business and how easy 
it is to sell our products to sonic othe- "two 
million opportunities." 


And if the members of the committee do not themselves have expert 
knowledge of these things they should not be mislead 
by any one, 


professionally expeit or otherwise, who1 is unfriendly to the manage- 
ment of these institutions and whose attitude on the local opt-on ques- 
tion is ons of recent and radical con\er3ion. 


V.'c are told now that bus n^ss considerations should be subordin- 


ated to a moral principle, and to this I agree when the principle pro- 
posed is possible of piactice; but there is no change in either the busi- 
ness or the moral phase ot the question now from what :t was only 
th-ee years sgo when the author of the published communication was 
industriously opposing every suggestion of a local option movement 
on the ground that it would injure the lithographic sign business .'n 
Coshocton 


, Statutory laws change, but moral laws never do, and the ''alligning 


of the fcrcts that stand for evil a?a:nst those that stand for church" 
etc.. as mentioned in the published communication, \s no more neces- 
sarily an "all-gnnicnt" now than it v.-as three years ago, 
when tlrs 


same able ;'dvoc;ue was on the opposite 
side 
of the 
question for 


business reasons. 


These suddon changes of opinion illustrate how people can some- 


times be mistaken in their views and duo conr.ideration should there- 
tore be allowed i ri those of us who do not change so olten.

It is-unfortunate that these, statistics wore not dis- 


covered sooner, for during the last dot:cn years se\oral \ery able m^n 
in Coshocton and elsewhere have been exerting their best eno-gics to 
develon business from ihr.se other avenues, and tho difh'cnU'os they 
met in the many years past will probably continue for years to co'.no. 
If these "two million opportunities" hrtd not existed for some little 
itiire piior to the dis-covery, of these stat st cs. we might 
have nicjre 


faith !n our ability to find them easy picking. We arc now and al- 
wa\s have been exer'U'ng every possible effort to develop business 
from 
these 
other 
lines 
of 
trade . 
but 
with 
less 
success, 


than 
with the brewers 
and 
distillers. 
The trouble we encoun- 


ter is. in marketing the product of a large factory we must confine 
ourselves to a certain limit of sell.:ng expense, and 'n getting frqm 
those "two million opnoiamities" a fair percentage of orders the soil- 
ing expense might consume all the profits and more, which explains 
\\.hy "salesmen and managers wirsue the lino of lecst resistance." as 
ment'oned in the communication. There are difficulties cno;.gh even 
along those "fines of least "csistance" in' keening the selling expense 
down to the necessary limit, and in going'after those other "iwo mil- 
lion opportunities" the selling expense 
too 
often 
consumes 
the 


profits. 


Wo are therefore unable to nva'l ourselves of all the Colonel Sellers 


schemes suggested by the communication and.its array of statistics 
and percentages, which might have added that in the United States 
there ?••*» eighty millions of people, every one of whom should have a 
copy cf this Ready Reckoner on How To Get Rich Quick, which the 
--'••'"•ti'siiK' coir>«;tnies should sell to all of them in bargain lots at one 
dollar each, making eighty million dollars—all 
profit 
except 
the 


I*. uit»ng—to take the place of the Business derived from the lines of 
trade for which their manufacturing plants are now equipped. 


Then again, these advertising companies 
might pn-chase' 'en 


thousand acres of arid lands in the west at a dollar an acre, build 
lactcries there to make coods for those ''two m-'liions opportunities." 
irrigate the land and build a city there: pl,u those ten thousand acres 
into two hundred thousand town lots, all corner lots, and sell them at 
one thousand dolla-s each, amounting to twenty million dollars and 
i-s^iftinc- P nr^fit "f over nineteen million t dollars. 
Dead easy! Yes; 


just as easy as belling advertising goods to those "two million'-oppor- 


,,..i.!<_-s mat me oii-.,o-easy in ttiat process cf "silent readjustment*' 


suggested by the committee's expert statistician- 


Seriously speak'ng. the men who are in position to know and in a 


mood to be unbiased realix.e the menace to our business that is threat- 
ened by the lc?ai option ;«'nposit:on. This is one of two reasons why 
we opnos.> it. Tho other reason is because we believe it to i>e unfair 
and impractical from a moral point of view. In towns a.s la-gc as Co.- 
shocton 1 do not believe that sr-called prohibition accomplishes any- 
thing in the direction of practical temperance.

there is this much of a population there are enough people who want 
thpir V-evc"apes .-ml are dcternvned to have them, to cause somebody 
to dev;se the underground, illicit methods of carrying 
on the traffic.
